1 . DURING THE FIRST QUARTER OF FY 1978 ALL GOALS SET IN THE CCP 
WERE MET WITH THE EXCEPTION OF THOSE RELATING TO ACTIVITY NO. 4 - 
TEXTILE MACHINERY - WHICH WE PROPOSE REPLACING, AND THOSE RELATING 
TO THE USE OF USIS ARTICLES, WHICH WERE ONLY PARTIALLY MET. THE 
STATUS REPORT ON THE THIRD PETROCHEMICAL POLE WAS NOT SUBMITTED 
BY DECEMBER 31, BUT IS IN PREPARATION AND WILL BE SUBMITTED IN 

THE NEAR FUTURE. 

2. TEXTILE MACHINERY. 

WE CONCUR IN THE RECOMMENDATION OF THE WCAG MADE IN PARAGRAPH 
5.D. OF STATE 274749 THAT ANOTHER ACTIVITY BE SUBSTITUTED FOR 
ACTIVITY NO. 4 IN THE 1978 CCP. RECENT CONTRACT MARKET RESEARCH 
AS WELL AS THE FINDINGS OF AMCONGEN SAO PAULO (SEE SAO PAULO A-02 
OF JANUARY 3,1978) INDICATE THAT THE BRAZILIAN DEMAND FOR TEXTILE 
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MACHINERY WILL REMAIN DEPRESSED UNTIL LATE 1979 OR 1980. AS A 
SUBSTITUTE ACTIVITY WE WOULD LIKE TO PROPOSE "ENERGY EQUIPMENT". 
ACTIONS UNDER THIS ACTIVITY WOULD BE (A) MOUNTING OF AN INFORMATION 
BOOTH AT THE ENERGY 78 TRADE FAIR AT ANHEMBI PARK IN SAO PAULO 
PAPRIL 1 1-16, 1978, AND (B) MOUNTING OF A CATALOG SHOW AT THY OFF- 
SHORE BRAZIL FAIR IN RIO DE JANEIRO JUNE 27-30, 1978. ENERGY 78 
WILL HAVE STRONG GERMAN, FRENCH, BRITISH AND CANADIAN PARTICIPATION 
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AND A SUBSTANTIAL SOVIET, POLISH AND HUNGARIAN PRESENCE, BUT A 
VER SMALL PARTICIPATION BY PRIVATE US FIRMS. IT IS BEING HELD 
CONCURRENTLY AND IN THE SAME HALL WITH THE EIGHTH NATIONAL ELECTRO- 
ELECTRONICSSFAIR. IT WOULD THUS PROVIDE US EXCELLENT ACCESS TO A 
SELECT GROUP OF POTENTIAL BUYERS IN NOT ONLY THE ENERGY BUT ALSO 
THE ELECTRO-ELECTRONICS FIELD. MORE DETAILS AS TO OUR PROPOSED 
PARTICIPATION WILL BE SUBMITTED BY SEPTEL. USDOC HAS ALREADY 
APPROVED PARTICIPATION IN OFF-SHORE BRAZIL, BUT WE BELIEVE THIS 
SHOULD BE FORMALIZED BY INCLQSION IN THE CCP. 

3. THIRD PETROCHEMICAL POLE. 

ACTION NO 6 UNDER CAMPAIGN NO 1 CALLS FOR THE CONSULATE IN PORTO 
ALEGRE TO SUBMIT BY DECEMBER 31,1977 A PROGRESS REPORT ON THE THIRD 
PETROCHEMICAL POLE. THE CONSULATE ISSWORKING ON THIS REPORT, 

WHICH WILL BE SUBMITTED IN THE NEAR FUTURE. THERE IS NO CHANGE 
WITH RESPECT TO THE THIRD GENERATION PLANTS, IN WHICH WE ARE MOST 
INTERESTED. THEY ARE STILL IN THE PLANNING STAGE. THE CHIEF PLANNER 
FOR THE POLE, MAIER AVRUCH, WILL BE VISITING THE US AS AN IV LEADER 
GRANTEE IN THE NEAR FUTURE. IT IS SUGGESTED THAT WHEN HE IS IN 
WASHINGTON USDOC QUESTION HIM REGARDING THE LATEST PLANS AND ATTEMPT 
TO ARRANGE THE INTERVIEW WITHHAN APPROPRIATE TRADE PUBLICATION 
RECOMMENDED IN PORTO ALEGRE 301. 

4. USE OF USIA ARTICLES. 

WE APPRECIATE THE EXPLANATION GIVEN IN STATE 274749 THAT "USIA 
ACQUIRED ARTICLES PACKET WASSA MISNOMER SINCE ARTICLES DO NOT EXIST 
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IN THAT FORM". USIS BRAZIL HAS BEEN USING MAINLY ARTICLES CONTAINED 
IN THE MONTHLY AVAILABILITIES LIST AND HAS INCLUDED IN EACH ISSUE 
OF THE COMMERCIAL NEWSLETTER SEVERAL ARTICLES RELATING TO FORTHCOMING 
TRADE CENTER EVENTS. IN ORDER TO PLANT ARTICLES IN BRAZILIAN TRADE 
PUBLICATIONS, HOWEVER, MORE LEAD TIME WOULD BE HELPFUL. IT WOULD 
THEREFORE BE USEFUL IF USIA WASHINGTON COULDASSEMBLE AND SEND TO US 
WELL IN ADVANCE PACKETS OF ARTICLES ON THE THEMES OF FORTHCOMING 
TRADE CENTER SHOWS. THE EVENTS SCHEDULED FOR THE REMAINDER OF FY 
1978 ARE HEALTH CARE EQUIPMENT (MARCH 6-10,1978), AVIONICS AND GROUND 
SUPPORT EQUIPMENT (MAY 1978), ELECTRONIC COMPONENTS (JUNE 1978) 

AND FOOD PROCESSING AND PACKAGING (SEPTEMBER 1978). 

4. ORGANIQED BUYERS GROUPS. 

SEVERAL OF THE CAMPAIGN ACTIONS CALL FOR THE ORGANIZATION MF BUYERS 
GROUPS TO ATTEND TRADE FAIRS IN THE US. WE HAVE BEEN PUBLICIZING 
USDOC-SUPPORTED TRADE FAIRSIN BRAZIL WITH SOME SUCCESS. WE WOULD 
LIKE TO POINT OUT, HOWEVER, THAT THE INDEPENDENT-MONDED BRAZILIAN 
BUSINESSMAN NORMALLY PREFERS TO ACT ON HIS OWN AND IS NOT 
USUALLY INTERESTED IN GROUP TRAVEL. 

5. MAJOR PROJECTS. 

THE INVENTORY OF MAJOR PROJECTS (ACTIVITY NO 2) SHOULD BE EXPANDED 
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TO INCLUDE THE OIL SHALE PROJECT IN PARANA REPORTED IN SAO PAULO 
A-40 OF AUGUST 1,1977. THIS PROJECT IS EXPECTED TO INVOLVE 
EXPENDITURES OF CLOSE TO $2 BILLION AND TO REQUIRE THE IMPORTATION 
OF SOME $300 MILLION IN EQUIPMENT.
